wasaryoTor, D. C., Jan. 21. —In an inter- 


wiew to-day onthe Chilian sentiment Minis- 
ter Montt, Chill’s representative in Washing- 
ton, sald: Chin has only the warmest feel- 
ings toward the United States. The American 
people do not understand Chili, Why should 
she not have good feelings?“ 

The correspondent hazarded the Baltimore 
incident asa reason to the contrary. In re- 
ply Minister Montt said: 

say to you that Chiu has done and is do- 
ingallshe possibly can to investigate this 
trouble, and to obtain the facts whereupon 
to punish the guilty. Before she obtains 
these facts it is impossible for her to make 
any reply to the demands of this Govern- 
ment. She has conducted the matter just the 
same as the United States or any other coun- 
try would have conducted it if it had hap- 
pened in their borders, There has been no 
delay nor has there been undue haste. The 
investigation has been thorough, and when 
itisfinishedthe facts will be known. The 
matter is now in the bapds of Judge of 
Crimes Foster. He may not write his de 
cision until Feb. 1. This decision, in our pro- 


cedure. isan acquittalor conviction carry- 


ing with it the sentence. Before, however, 
the sentence can be carried out the decision 
must be reviewed by the upper or superior 
court. 

The correspondent tried very hard to ob- 
tain from the Minister what in his opinion 
would be the lengthof time before a review 
of the lower court decision coyld be expect- 
ed. Hesatdthat it might take six weeks or 
two months, but thatthe Government would 
not delay it. 

When, continued the Minister, the 
Superior Court has reviewed the decision the 
brought out will form the basis on 
which our Mintsterof Foreign Affairs will 
make reply to the United States. 

Mintster Montt said he did not see how any 
passible fault could be found with Chill, The 
correspondent said that the one great fault 
that the American people found was that 
Chili has never expressed the slightest regret 
forthe killing of the American saliors and 
asked if that was true. 

The black eyes of Minister Montt lighted up 
with Korn. le was onthe point of making 
an impetuous declaration or denial, when he 
checked himself! and replied in his most 
diplomatic tone: It is not for me to make 
public the official correspondence of this 
country. Youcan see thatat the State De- 
partment,’’ 

Minister Montt was then asked if it was 
true resident of Chill and the lead- 
ng statesmen ofthatcountry were disposed 
to be Iriendly toward the United States, but 
were afraid to deal out justice through fear 
olf the rabble.

STRONG AGAINST CHILI. 


THE TESTIMONY TAKEN BY JUDGE ADVOCATE 
REMEY AT VALLEJO. 


WASHINGTON. D. O., Jan. 12.—A complete 
report of the testimony taken by Judge Ad- 
vocate Remey on the attack on the Balti- 
more’s sailors at Vaiparaiso, which was 
taken at Vallejo, Cal., has been received at 
the Navy Department. A coppy is now in the 
possession of the President and will be trans- 
mitted ti Congress together with the Chilian 
correspondence. Briefly it shows that some 
fifty of the sailors attacked by the mob were 
examined and in their testimony they agree 
that the attacks were made in different 


parts of the tows. The were all 
treated with great brutality by Chilian citi- 
zens, and even the police, of whom they 
sought protection in many cases, assaulted 
them. Several of the sailors, Johnson, Lan- 

n and Larsen, testified that Chilian soldters 

red the shots which killed Boatswain’s 
Mate Riggin. The testimony showed that 
many of the sailors were warned by friendly 
Chillans that an attack upon them was pre- 
eee and tbese warnings later proved 
rue. 

Dr. F. B. Still, Assistant Surgeon of the 
United States Navy, serving on the Baltl- 
more, gives“ important testimony. He says 
the morning after the assault he went to the 
St. Juan Hospital and examined the wounded 
sallors and also the body of Riggin, which 
was also at that place. A ball had passed 
through Riggins’ neck, fracturing the cervi- 
cal vertibrm and injuring fiis brain. From 
the direction taken by the bali and the 
character of the tissues passed through and 
the size and character of the wound, he 
judged the bullet to have been fired froma 
rife. Several bruises and stab wounds were 
also found. The bullet wound was necessarily 
immediately fatal. 

Dr. Still says he madethe test. by firing a 
rifle and a pistol bullet through pieces of 
cloth placed against pieces of meat. The 
rifie bullet hole corresponded exactly tothe 
hole in the shirt of the sailor Johnson, 
through which the bullet that Killed Riggin 
passed before ans oe 4 him. The pistol buliet 
made holes very much smaller. Dr. White 
of the Baltimore, Dr. Still says, agreed with 
him as to Riggin’s death being caused by a 
rifie ball. Dr. Sti aiso testified in regard 
to a great piece of heartilessnss 
in the case of Sailor Turnbull, who was 
stabbed twenty-one times. Dr. Still exam. 
med bim the day after the stabbing and 
found that none of the wounds were neces- 
sarily serious if promptly attended to. He 
asked two Sisters in charge to be allowed to 
dress Turnbull’s wounds, but they refused on 
the ground that they could not touch 
any wounds or allow Dr. Still 
to touch any without permission 
of a physician in charge. The next day the 
doctor called again and found Turnbuli’s 
condition critical. He urged more strenu- 
ously to be permitted to attend 
to the Baltimore men, but his request 
was again refused. He says) that nothing 
had been done for the men except the put- 
ting on of a little ointment on their wounds. 
The condition of the men was becoming 
worse, and Turnbull especially was fallin 
fast. He and Dr. White applied to Judge o 
Crimes Foster for permission to remove the 
men to the Baltimore for treatment, but the 
request was not granted until two days later. 

Atthe end of that time all the wounded 
were removed to the cruiser, but despite the 
efforts of the physictans Turnbull died two 
days later of biood potsoning, resulting from 
the imperfection of his treatment at the hos- 
pital. Dr. Still says positively that there 
was noother reason why Turnbull could not 
have recovered. 


MONTT FOR PEACE, 


CHILI'S PRESIDENT FAVORS SETTLEMENT WITH- 
OUT WAR—THE FLEET. 

VALPARAISO, Jan. 21.—President Montt yes- 
terday told an official high in the Chilian ser- 
vice that there was not the slightest doubt 
but what all matters at present in dispute be- 
tween the United States and Chili would be 
amicably séttled within a short time. 

The Yorktown was not fired upon. The 
Chilian torpedo boats were practicing in Val- 
pa ra iso Bay without torpedoes, only spars 
being used. One ofthe boats chanced to get 
near the Yorktown, and when about thirty 
meters away slewed around. That was ab- 
solutely all the foundation there was tothe 
report. Commander Evans, happening to 
be ashore shortly after this took place, 
talked a good deal about it to our officials 
here, and notably to Consul McOrgery and 
Lieut. Harlow. 

The Chhtan ships Esmeralda, Hunancar 
and Cochrane and two torpedo boats have 
sailed on a practice cruise. hey will go first 
to Quintros Bay and then to Talcahuan. The 
ships are undermanned. On their southerly 
cruise they will endeavor to obtain recruits.

WAITING FOR THE PRATT. 
CHILI REALLY 


NAVAL OFFICERS THINK THAT 
MEANS TO FIGHT. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—In naval circles the 
opinion prevails that Chill means to fight and 
will not apologige.. The belief which was 
current some time ago that she is waiting for 
the completion of her: prize cruiser, the 


Capitan Pratt, ts again goingaround. This 
ship, as has been stated in these dispatches, 
is being bullt in France. Her construction 
‘was begun by order of the Balmacedan Gov- 
ernment. Naval officers say that the Capitan 
Pratt, when fully completed, will be one of 
the best fitted out war ships in the world. 
The very fact that her construction is in the 
hands of Les Societe des Forges et Chantiers de 
la Mediterranee is deemed sufficient evidence 
that the r is of the very best. 
All the latestand most improved designs for 
batteries, assisting the fre of guns 
and enhancing the maneuvering powers of 
the vessel have been supplied. he main 
battery guns are worked by electricity, and 
last summer Lieut. Bradley A. Fiske, United 
States Navy, personally superintended the 
ong of range finders aboard the new ship. 

he Capitan Pratt’s set of range ders, 
which are of Fiske’s design, are deemed the 
most perfectly fitted and instalied aboard 
any war ship. 

It is thought that Chili will endeavor to 
place a force of #0 ofthe best satlors aboard 
the Captain Pratt as soon as that shipreaches 
South Americana waters. For the reason that 
Chill, in the event of war with the United 
States, will need to keep her naval force weil 
in hand at home, it is Hot thought that she 
will be able to spare any of her present fight- 
ing force away from her own coast. A trans- 
fer ofa lot of her picked men to the Captain 
Prattcan readily be effected when the new 
ship reaches South America. As the Pratt is 
designed for a nineteen Knot speed it is 
thought that careful handling and good 
judgment will enable her to keep clear of the 
American war ships. 

The date set for the Pratt’s completion is 
not spans ie. 

It Das mn reported to the Department at 
Washington, however, that she is tow ready 
for her steam trial and that steps have been 
taken by her commanding officer to get 
officers and crew aboard so that she may be 
placed in commission just the moment inti- 
mation is received that the United States is 
on the point of declaring war. With the 
vessel paid for and the Chilian flag fiying 
from her masthead, France, as friendly as 
she is to the United States, would not inter- 
tere to prevent her leaving that country. It 
cannot be said that our naval folks are very 
happy over the prospect, considering that we 
have nothing available tocompete with her 
at the 96 time—that is, an armored 
vessel ofthe same degree of speed and fight- 
ing strength. 

The Monterey or Miantonomoh will be more 
than a match fop her under certain condi- 
tions, and so will the cruiser Maine, when 
completed, but she has the speed to Keep out 
of the Miantonomoh’s way, and while doing 
so may play havoc with our commerce or 
our unarmored crulsers. It is also reported 
to the department rrom relſable sources that 
Chill has representatives negotiating for the 
purchase of the twoarmodred coast defence 
vessels building by Messrs. Laird Bros. of 
Birkenhead, for the Argentine Republic. 
These vessels were ordered by the latter gov- 
ernment, but owing to the financial panic of 
that country, she is not able to pay for them. 
Hence they arein the builders’ hands and 
Chili is doing all in her power to get posses- 
sion of them. They are armorciads of 2,700 
tons displacement, carrying 8-inch guns and 
with campound armor 8 inches in thickness.

London’s ae Se Lost a Firm Friend

Lowpon, Jan. A. Ihe funeral services over 
the remains of Cardinal Manning were had 
in the Brompton Oratory to-day. Admission 
to the oratory was by ticket only, for it 
would have been @tterly-impossible for the 
structure to contaim a hundredth part of the 
vast crowd who Were desirous of paying a 
last token of respect to the dead prelate. 
The crowd began £0 gather in the vicinity of 
the oratory at an early hour, and every min- 
ute it gained in sigé, It was composed largely 
of workingmen and their families, and on 
every side could be heard expressions of love 
for the man who had devoted so much of his 
time and talents to bringing about a better- 
ment in their condition, and who having 
fought the good Might, had gone to his re- 
ward, 

He was good tothe poor,“ people in the 
crowd were heard to exclaim. Hundreds of 
times was this répeated through the vast 
crowd, many of thé members of which hada 
personal knowledge of the kindness of heart 
of the dead Cardinal, who had taken in peo- 
ple of all religions. No higher praise could 
be spoken of any man than that ‘‘he was 
good tothe poor, and the poor of London 
have good reason to mourn his loss. 1 

So dense was the crowd and so thick was 
the fog that trafficinthe vicinity of the ora - 
tory was brought to a standstill. Hundreds 
of mounted policemen and constables on foot 
were present to Maintain order, but they 
were seldom called upon to do more than 
Speaking kindly to the crowd to have their 
orders obeyed, 

At5o’clock this morning matins and other 
services for the dead were said in the ora- 
tory, where the body had been lying in state 
during yesterday, Raving been removed from 
Westminster on Tuesday night. When the 
solemn mass Of reguiem was commenced the 
the oratory was filled with notable person- 
ages representing the Church, the State and 
all political parties. The Queen and the 
Prince and Princess of Wales were represent- 
ed by high members of their households. All 
the ambassadors of foreign powers were 
present also. The coffin reposed in front of 
the altar. It was enveloped in a black pall, 
ornamented with gold erosses, crimson cords 
and a fringe of bullion. Surmounting the 
coffin was the hat ofthe Cardinal. The altar 
was draped in Diack. The only ornament vis- 
ible was a solitary gold cross. 

The Right Revs John Cuthbert Hedley, 
Bishop of New and Menevia, delivered 
the funeral Ke opened his remarks 
with a touching tribute to the late Duke of 
Clarence and Avondale. Hesaid that an era 
had closed in the history of Catholicism in 
England with the death of Cardinal Manning 
and a new one had opened. He made special 
reference tothe Cardinal’s efforts to secure 
the Catholic education of children, and de- 
clared that the struggle was not yet over. 
He added that perhapsthe hottest and dead- 
liest hour of the education battle, which is 
raging throughoat the world, would soon be 
fought, 

The music throughout the service was 
splendidly rendered. Mr. Stanley, the well- 
known baritone, sang the Dies Iro.

EUROPE AFFLICTED. 


EPIDEMIC INFLUENZA—MANY DEATHS RECORD- 
ED IN VIENNA. 
VIENNA, Jan. 21.— During the past week in- 


fluenza has raged with. renewed severity in 


this city, 581 deaths having been reported for 
the week, as against 221in the previous 
Week. There are 6,564 patients in the hos- 
pital, and all other institutions are over- 
crowded. 

Both Sig. Verdi and his fellow composer, 
Boito, are suffering from attacks of influenza. 
Sig. Boiteis seriously ili, while Sig. Verdi has 
the affection in a mild form. 

During the past week there were reported 
in Copenhagen 954 new cases of influenza and 
fifty-seven deaths from the disease,

has, in conseggence, declined to receive a 
Plymouth deputation appointed to wait upon 
him with reference to the Candian mails.

Panis, Jan. 21.—M. Lauer, the Boulangist

Three burglars broke into the office of 
the Sacramento Transportation Co. about 
midnight and succeeded in drilling open the 
safe, in which was about $600,000. One of the 
men was stationed on the outside to act as 
guard, armed witha double-barreled shot- 
gun.

WRECK AT DE SOTO,

Many Injured in a Disaster on the Iron 
Mountain Road. 


SEVERAL PASSENGERS INJURED, BUT 


NONE KILLED. 


A Broken Rail Threw the Ladies’ Car Over 
on Ite Side—Prompt Action Saves a 
More Serious Result—List of the In- 
jured—Startling Theory Ooncerning 
the Hannibal Horror—Casualties. 


DESOTO, Mo., Jan. 21.—The north-bound 
Texas express, No. 54, of the Iron Mountain, 
due in St. Louis at 7 o’clock a. m., was 
wrecked one mile south of this place this 
morning at 7:30, caused by a broken rail, The 
ladies’ coach left the rails and the sleeping 
car was thrown several feet from the track 
and turned over on ite side. The train was in 
charge of Conductor Freeman and Engineer 
Bailey, and the sleeping car in charge of 
Conductor W. G. Letherburg and Porters 
Wallace and Calvi. 

The sleeping car conductor, Leth erburg, 
was bruised and hurt about the sides and hips. 

Pullman Porter Calvin had a shoulder 
bruised and other slight injuries. 

F. R. Nichols of Greeley, Colo., who was in 
the wash-room of the sleeping car at th time 
of the accident, was thrown against the side 
of the car, bruising his left arm and side and 
cutting his right hand by having it thrust 
through a window. 

W. McGregor of Flint, Mich., was sem 
asleep in one of the berths and was the most 
injured of any. He was badly bruised and 
cut about the head and face. He was brought 
to DeSoto and left at the Commercial Hotel in 
charge of physicians. After receiving atten- 
tion he departed for St. Louis. 

T. H. Hayden, trainmaster, 
injured. 

All the rest of the injured were taken 
through to &. Louis on the part of the train 
which was in front of the wrecked cars. 
The passengers untte in saying that but for 
the prompt work of the train crew in bring- 
ing the train toa stop when the cars left the 
track the results might have been far more 
serious.

Conflagration To-Day in 
New York. 


1ossks ESTIMATED AT OVER A MILLION 
DOLLARS. 


Twenty-Seven Engines Answer to the 
Alarm—The Blase Spread With Irre- 
sistible Foroe—Partial List of Damage 
Done—A $60,000 Blaze in Montreal— 
Other Fires—Sparks. 

New Tonk, Jan. 22.—A fire broke out at 
poon in the five-story brick building, No. 20 
west Fifteenth street, back of Tiffany's 
jewelry store, occupied by Schneider, 
Campbell &Co., manufacturers of gas fixt- 
ures, and Sa ml.

RESULT OF THIS MORNING'S CONFER- 
ENCE IN THE EQUITABLE BUILDING. 


St. Louis Merchants Again Able to Com- 
pete With New York Dealers for Mex- 
loan Business- Rates Reduced From 
81.86 te 80 Cents on Several Lines of 
Goods—The Tampico Rates. 


St, Louis merchants have at last been af- 
forded the relief they have been asking for 
so long in the freight rates on their Mexican 
business. When the rate by steamer from 
New York to Mexico was 20 cents per 100 
pounds, St. Louis had no troudle at all in 
building up a large trade in Mexico, even with 
the rate from St. Louis at $1.85 per 100, but a 
few months ago the competition between the 
Spanish Line of steamers and the Ward Line 
resultedina reduction of New York freigh® 
rate to 50 cents and ever since then St. 
Louis’ trade with Mexico has been gradually 
falling of. Last month aline of steamers 
was put on between Mobile and Tampico, the 
bar at the latter port having been removed 
and the Tampico branch of the Mexican Cen- 
tral road having been opened onlya short 
time before, and St. Louis merchants were 
thus given a new routeto nearly every part 
of Mexico and one which was not under the 
jurisdiction of the Southwestern Railway 
&, Steamship Association, with its 
$1.85 tariff. A correspondence was im- 
mediately opened by Traffic Commissioner 
Osgood and other members of the St. Louis 
Traffic Commission withthe general freight 
agents of the Mexican Central road, the new 
steamship company and the St. Louis rail- 
roads running to Mobile, with a view to secur- 
ing rates by the new Mexican route which 
would enable St. Louis merchantsand manu- 
facturers to compete with those of New York 
and other Eastern cities. One of the indirect 
results of that meeting was a conference this 
forenoon between representative St. Louis 
business men on the one hand, and repre- 
sentatives of the transportation lines most 
interested. 


THE MEETING TO-DAY. 

The meeting was held atthe rooms of the 
St. Louis Trafic Commission in the Equita- 
dle Bullding and lasted from 10:30 o clock until 
nearly ithis afternoon.

Ihe object was to give the St. Louls mer- 
chants relief from the present freight rate 
discrimination in favor of the East, and 
hence the low rate proposed would apply 
only to this emergency periodand it ought 
not to the same on eve class of 
goods. It a hardware merchant could com- 
pete successfully with his New York com- 
petitor with his freight reduced, say 60 per 
cent., he should be satisfied with that redac- 
tion, even if a shipper in another line of 
goods got a reduction of 6 per cent. While 
the transportation companies were prepared 
to lose some money in order to afford St. 
Louis relief, the loss shouldn't be made too 
great.

THE BILL THAT HAS BEEN HANGING 
' FIRE IN THE ASSEMBLY. | 


The Inspector Says Theat the Measures 
Which It Provides For Would Result 
in a Great Improvement in the Milk 
Sold in St. Louis—-A Bad State of Af- 
fairs. 127 


The Posr-Disraron in an article last Tues - 
day contained a statement from Milk In- 
spector Sullivan that there was poison in 
some Of the city milk and though aware of 
the fact he had no authority to abolish it. 
This strange lack of legal supervision over so 
important ‘a sanitary matter renders a his- 
tory of milk legislation in this city interest - 
ing. 

The milk interests of this city are divided 
among two Classes, the importers or whole- 
salers, who buy their milkdrom country pro- 
ducers, and the retailers or city dairymen. 
Both oppose one another toa certain extent 
and have endeavored to bring existing leg 
islation in their favor. The consequence 
has been a legislative see-saw, first leaning 
to one side, then to the other, until finally it 
was done away with altogether. At the 
present time it may be said that there is no 
milk law in force. Inspector Sullivan is of 
the opinion that there is not, 

THE PRESENT SITUATION. 

On April 12, 1887, an ordinance was. passed 
creating the office of Milk Inspector, who,was 
to examine and analyze milk or cream 
brought to him by individuals, or by him 
procured from any city dealer in milk or 
cream, Ifthe samples were found to be im- 
pure or adulterated, or below the standard, 
namely, 12 per cent of milk solids and 2.8 per 
cent of butter fat, he wasto report the same 
to the Board of Health, who were given 
power to prosecute the offender 
or seize the milk. The ordinance 
also forbade the sale of skimmed 
milk. This latter provision bore hard on the 
importers and in June of 1889, one month 
after Inspector Sullivan’s inception in office 
they had passed bythe State Legislature a 
law applicable to cities containing 800,000 in. 
habitants or over. Its chief provisions were 
the authorizing the sale of skimmed milk and 
the forbidding the sale of milk from cows fed 
in whole orin part on the refuse or residue 
from distilleries, vinegar or glucose factories, 
or any malt stuffs or food in the state 
of fermentation. This was a. direct 
blow at the city dairymen. They retaliated 
in a bill introduced inthe House in January, 
1891, by Mr. Hawkins of St. Louis. It was an 
act to empower cities and towns by ordinance 
to license and regulate dairies and the sale of 
milk and provide for the inspection thereof. 
Further, it provided for the repeal of the law 
of June, 1889. When the bill came before 
Gov. Francis for his signature he refused to 
sign it until given some assurance that the 
city of St. Louis would attend tothe matter by 
ordinance as provided by the bill. Mr. L. A. 
Steber, who was representing retail 
dairymen at Jefferson City and — oe 
whose efforts the bill was passed, gave the 
Governor the necéssary assurance and was 
backed by the Milk Inspector, who told the 
Governor by letter that he would do all in his 
power to have the ordinance passed. The 
Governor affixed his signature and the bill 


became a law.

aided by Inspector Sullivan prepared a 
lengthy document which was introduced in 
the House of Delegates last June. The Dill 
was Very sweeping in its provisions and cov- 
ered the field so well, not in the interests of 
either importers or retailers, but of the citi- 
zens— that Lawyer Steber lost the Ar will 
of his clients, the city dairymen, he Com- 
mittee on Sanitary Affairs appointed a public 
hearing to get the views of the dairymen, 
and a wrangle ensued that caused the post- 
onement of further hearings to a future 
ate. Nothing has been done in the matter 


since. 
THE NEW BILL. 

The new bill is very thorough in Its pro- 
visions. it provides for the registering and 
licensing of milk dealers and drivers, for the 
removal of all dairies outside of the popu- 
lated portions of the city, for absolute clean- 
liness in the keeping of the dairy, cow sheds 
and utensils, and for perfect sewerage and 
ventilation. It also provides for the micro- 
scopical examination of milk and cream and 
fixes the butter fat and milk solids. It also 
forbids the sale of skimmed milk and the use 
of improper food. The penalties for infringe- 
ments of the ordinance are very heavy.

Collector Ziegenhein Develops Sud- 
den Official Activity. 


He Begins a Frantic Orusade to Collect 
Dramshop Licenses. 


THE PENDING COUNCIL INVESTIGATION 
CAUSES PANICSTRICKEN WORK.

The First and Second District Police Courts 
Flooded To-Day With Complaints 
Ageinst Delinquent Saloon-Keepers 
Brought by Ziegenhein’s Deputies—

Ozar Ziegenhein is badly scared, and in this 
sudden panic, which seized his czarship yes- 
terday upon hearing of the proposed Council 
investigation of the liquor license depart- 
ment of his office, the hitherto imperturba- 
dle City Collector is to-day industriously giv- 
ing himself away as swiftly as possible. He 
has just taken action which a desperate 
determination to dodge the charges made 
against him by the Post-Disratca 
exposures of administration, and taken up 
by the City Council for official inquiry, ana 
is now on the dead run for such shelter as 
he can find on rather short notice, 

The investigating resolution introduced in 
the Council Tuesday night by Councilman 
Anderson contained the following significant 
statement: ‘‘As it is commonly reported 
that there are a large number of dram-shops 
the owners of whichare paying the federal 
tax, but not the city license tax, which, 
if true, is a flagrant injustice 
upon citizens who pay their city taxes, 
therefore be it resolved, etc.’* It is this 
official charge which has now made Czar 
Ziegenhein descend hastily from his imperial 
pedestaland get a comical move on him- 
self’’ at the eleventh hour. 

The City Collector has suddenly begun a 
crusade of dramshep license collecting 
which shows toa startling degree his fear of 
that comparison with the Unitea States 
Revenue Department records which the 
Council investization will make. 

‘*THE COURIER OF THE CAR. 

Late yesterday afternoon, following Czar 
Ziegenhein’s digestion of the full meaning of 
the Council investigation of charges made 
against his administration by the Post- Dis- 
PATCH, one of the Czar’s deputies appeared 
atthe Twenty-second District Police Court 
on oficial duty of the most urgent nature. 
The local Michael Strogoff’’ was loaded to 
the guards with charges against saloon- 
keepers who had failed to pay their dram- 
shop licenses, and he wanted immediate 
action taken in every case. 

Czar Ziegenhein had evidentiy discovered 
with suspicious haste and certainty the 
names of many saloon-keepers in that pre- 
dicament, and the courier of the Czar’’ had 
been sent post- naste to bear those names be- 
fore the bar of justice. 

He accordingly made formal demand upon 
the Second District Police Court for sum- 
monses to be issued against the following 
parties charged by Collector Ziegenhein with 
conducting a dramshop business in the City 
of st.
